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Tulane vs. Alabama 


The Greenies go into today’s Home- 
coming game with a record for every 
old grad to be proud of. Victors in five of 
seven outings and in quest of Tulane’s 
best won-lost report since 1948, the 
wearers of the green still must be wary 
of a big Alabama Crimson Tide. Four 
of the Tulane wins to date went to the 
final moments for decision and today’s 
may go the same exciting way. 


It seems that the Greenies have a par- 
ticular liking for Homecoming games. 
They haven’t lost one since 1951, and 
the last three have been considered up- 
sets in their favor. Scoreless ties with 
Army in ’53 and Alabama in ’54 amazed 
the experts and last fall’s 27-13 triumph 
over Auburn was heard around the foot- 
ball world. 


There is another incentive for Tulane 
today in that the game is dedicated to 
members of the 1931 Rose Bowl team on 
the occasion of their 25th anniversary 
reunion. That was a great team and 
while the current one will not approach 
it in success it seems likely to take its 
place among the most spirited and 
dramatic editions ever. Last Saturday’s 
comeback in the gloaming to beat Mis- 
sissippi State, 20-14, is one of the reasons. 

Ronny Quillian (40) had his greatest 
day in the State game and received close 


cooperation from such worthies as quar- 
terbacks Gene Newton (12) and John 
Caruso (11) and halfbacks Willie Hof 
(82) and Boo Mason (20). 

While their only win in six games was 
a 13-12 verdict over Mississippi State, 
Alabama is’ quite capable of upsetting 
the upset specialists. Coach J. B. Whit- 
worth’s team outweighs Tulane by some 
14 pounds per man in the starting lineup. 

Today’s game is the 27th in a rivalry 
which began in 1894. Alabama leads, 
16 to 8 with two ties, but hasn’t beaten 
the Greenies since 1950. Tulane won last 
year’s game, 27-7, at Mobile.
